Tht rusuU of the Grand Sweepstakes ran last Autumn, over tlie Vnion 
(bourse, was decided by the Judges on Wednesday lust, at Washington City, in 
Um Hall of the House of Representatives.

It will be also recollected that the stake bod been taken, twelve years since, by 
Bald Yankee —of rare endowments, like bis illustrious sire of Revolutionary 
fsinc, who was succeasor to the honors of pumorUil Patriot ; but he was best in 
a eeeond trial for the Great Stake, by Red Breeches, a great favorite of iinnicnB* 
•peed—a contest of almost unequalled exdteroent. Batd Yorker shared the fate 
•f his sire, and was but once winner of tlie stake—then there was a charge, 
though proven to be unjust, of some jostling, by which (Ad Hickory and tlie 
OooTgia Giant were thrown out; and the Judges decided in Hold Yankee's fa¬ 
vor. The GiasU being broke down, (Ad Hickory, on the next trial, a match, 
beat Raid Yankee ; aial, after good traiaing, he won a cecoiid match, beating tlic 
Kenlacky favorite, Star of the Heif—whoee powers, wlien fairly developed, 
it IS believed by many, will lx found superior to any compeiitor that can be 
brought against him. 

TV Heir Aypartnl and State Rights having b<>en originally trained in the 
same stable, for the stake, wlxn (Ad Hickory should withdraw, it being expected 
that but one of them wookJ be eniered by the stake holders against the most po¬ 
pular opponent that could be brought against thevi to the polls —it was sometime 
a matter of doubt which would be preferred. The latter was known to be fast 
and hoi^st—that nothing in the South couiil run with him. But sonic subtle 
Jockeys, working on his fiery character, roused his temper and cnuseil him to 
kick and become restive, not being as obedient to coniiiiaii<J us desired; the Heir

With 
him the f/ct r became a prodigious favorite He put him in regular in iniiig— 
had him well ftsi on Treasury pap—teiliereil wjih orticial emoliinient. .;nd well 
rubbed down with the hopes of office—his pnv.ue trials en-ouragi d litc stake 
holders, who confidently i X|*cted agoin to j<.ekei tic " Sj-iul: "

Some were in favor of sweepetokes; that if the fi/st were a dead heat, 
the three best might have a second trial, in which it was expected the Heir 
would knock up. 

Some of the Westeia Jockeys that bad a hand in training Old Hickory, 
thought a nag of theirs would stand a good chance, and tixy entered HoneA 
Hugh, a White of no small fame, that had hitherto run with success. In him 
Old Hickory once had the greatest confidence ; but be thought he had been r.un 
oflT his speed, and that, with rest, be might answer after the Heir had run two 
Ixats.

form welL 

At iha appointad day, early in November, the three " bona-fide” competitors 
apptfTtd in the fiek). The Heir won led to the poll by Old Hickory, mounted by 
an anaioot Virginia Jockay of great adroHness, who, when young, bad been 
rahbar to Jcffer«>n and Madison—had rods Monroe with great success—and 
woa believed by many would have brought 7^ Oiani in first had be not fallen 
in training. The Young Heir at that time tried hia foot from the same 
MuMing in the next stall to tha Qiaal. The latter waa bet largely upon 
ogoMSt (Ad Hickory. At that time loo, the Virgiaia Jockey could not be in- 
a.rH to mount the latter, objecting that he waa an old " mine,” with Constitd- 
tiooal defseu; but as this venerable rider had a penehant for winners, be was too 
happy to mount him in hia raecs against Bay Ysnkse aad the Sur of the West-4- 
prided himself in bringiag Aim in triumphantly, and has been in that stable ever 
since. 


THE MINOR 8WBBPBTAKES, FOR $50««. 

The Second National Stake was run so much like the other, that " nominis 
mutandis,” the same description will answer for both. Tecumseh was trained 
in the same stable with the Heir; and although the veteran was too sagacious lo 
ride him himself, lx put up a cuoiiing little Jockey that took advantage of the 
same turns by which Ux veteran profiled—applied his persuaders with almost 
equal success, and got the same start in the slippery ground in the North State, 
by which he got such a lead that he could not be beat—yet losing it in the Old 
CourM, he was locked by Frank, and the Judges decided it was a drawn race.— 
Had young Diplomat have been run by the Stakeholders, as most of them 
wished, his superior speed and better blood would have brought him ihrouglv— 
Expunger, a heavy, perverse animal, and a crib biter, might not luive answered 
as well. Tecumseh had never made but one good race, when he won the oecond 
■take, at the time old Tip won the first on the Thames. On a Sunday he ran 
against some mail horses, on which occasion, it has been since discovered, the 
" report” gained him more credit than be deserved. He is an old horse, hip-shot, 
and from tlx coarseness of his mane, that wanted the curry-comb, it was thought 
a liule of Hair's grooming might be of ssrvice to him. 

Prank, groomed by the Jefferson Rapublican, and rode by the Northern Whig, 
is a magnificent young animal, a light brown, whosa coat shone like silk: be is 
of such symmetry aad beauty as to aliraet univenal admirsiion. He wss a ge¬ 
neral favorite of the ladies. There was no doubt of bis blood: he is a son of 
the Ok) Postmaster, a capital runner. (The Poet Boys have always run when 
well trained). With but indifiTerent training, he shew such speed and true game, 
having run some exoallent races against old bones at long distances when quite a 
colt, that there is no duubt, had he been traisod by Old Hickory aad rode by the 
Virginia Jockey, that ha might have won tbs great stake instead of the Heir. 

Governor., son of ok) Governor, also very sigh bred, shew captul racing poiata 
and excellent speed, having formerly been a winner; but from injudicious riding, 
by a Virginia blackey, he did not perform aa well as be ought to have done; 
there is, however, nodoubt be is a very superior animal to Tecumaeh, and could 
beat him in a match. 

Old Cotton Planter seemed to be entered only to cut out the work for Tecum¬ 
aeh, and in that part of the track where the latter tired be was put to the Qover- 
oor, and far about S5 yards nr so once got the ksd, hut afterwards gave it up 
apparently making no effort to retain it. 

Until lately, except on the two or three first occasions, this race has been run 
by inferior snimsls io those in the great stake However, State Rights won it 


Turf Regisxr, were so eternally "ding-donging” in everybody’s ears his supe¬ 
rior merits, that I bad become prejudiced against him. It used to be Tyckicus or 
Silver Heels every number, and 1 got so sick of them, that I would have aa soosl 
ate a negro’s heel fried in tar, as read a chapter on either.
